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ICSy following the principles of COLOR DY- 
NAMICS homemakers will find it comparatively 
simple and easy to determine what colors to use 
in their homes. 

One of the first guideposts is the color wheel, 
comprised of the three primary, three secondary 
and six intermediate colors. 

Make a rough pencil sketch of the floor plan of 
your home. Lay this upon the color wheel shown 
on the opposite page with the north side facing 
"N". This will suggest the types of colors to be 
used for the various rooms, based on exposure to 
sunlight. 

In the rooms that receive direct sunlight because 
they face South or West, colors such as Blue, 
Green or Gray effectively tend to counteract ex- 
cessive glare and warmth because of their psycho- 
logical and physiological effects of coolness and 
repose. 

To simulate sunlight that might be lacking in 
rooms that face North or East, use lavish expanses 
of colors that we associate with sunlight, warmth 
and cheer — such as Ivory, Yellow, Peach, Coral, 
Rose, Beige. 

If a room seems too small, you can make it seem 
larger by using light colors on its surfaces. A light 
colored room will seem much more spacious than 
a dark-toned one and one with light cool colors 
more so than one finished in light warm hues. 
Warm colors appear to advance while cool colors 
seem to retreat. 

If you have a large but well-lighted room, the 
use of dark colors will make the room seem smaller, 
more friendly because dark hues seem to advance. 

If a room has architectural flaws you'd like to 
overcome you can de-emphasize them by painting 
the undesirable features in the color surrounding 
them. To emphasize an area of beauty or to create 
a center of interest — a focal area, paint it in a color, 
shade or tint, different from the surface next to it. 
If you have windows or doors that are badly 
placed or ill-proportioned, paint them the same 
color as the wall and these defects will be far less 
noticeable. 




1. Complementary Harmony — Example — Red and Green. 
Two opposite colors on the color circle may be used in any of 
their varying tints, shades or grayed versions as well as in 
the normal hue as shown. In this, as well as in any standard 
color harmony, the neutrals: Black, White and Gray may 
be used. 




2. Split Complementary Harmony — Example — Red Violet, 
Yellow and Green. A variation of the Complementary Har- 
mony which offers a wider range of hues is the Split Com- 
plementary Harmony. This makes use of any color on the 
color circle with the colors on either side of its opposite on 
the circle. 




3. Triad Harmony — Example — Red, Yellow and Blue. Any 
three colors equally distant on the color wheel may be used 
to form a harmonious color plan. Here, as in the other 
standard harmonies, care must be exercised in using the 
stronger and more brilliant colors in small areas — grayed 
colors and tints in larger expanses. 



4. Analogous Harmony — Example — Yellow Orange, Yellow 
and Yellow Green, all of which contain Yellow. A series of 
neighboring colors on the circle, which are related by con- 
taining one color in common, which may be used together. 
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Now You Can 




For years it had been thought that all 
walls in a room had to be painted in the 
same color. But COLOR DYNAMICS 
points out how greater beauty and 
utility can be given to a room 
by painting them in different colors. 

Variety may be added to a square room of 
uninteresting proportions by centering 
attention on one of the walls. This can be 
done by painting it in a lighter or 
darker value of the hue used on the other 
three walls or, if preferred, a contrasting color. 



Measure Your Home for Color 




The featured wall may be a fireplace wall 
in a living room, the buffet wall in a 
dining room or the bed wall in a bedroom. 

The long narrow room may be made to 
appear wider by placing a dark color on the 
end walls and a lighter color on the other 
walls and ceiling. The apparent height of a 
room can be reduced by painting the ceiling 
darker than the walls. 

In entrance halls and other small rooms 
an effect of spaciousness can be created by 
painting the walls and woodwork in the same 
color. Such a background gives more promi- 
nence to the furnishings of the room. 





Color treatment of dormers also can affect 
the apparent height of a house. A low 
building will appear taller if the body color 
is used on the dormers. By painting them to 
blend with the roof, instead of with the 
walls, a house may be made to seem lower. 

Window openings of different sizes and shapes 
may present a jumbled appearance if they 
are emphasized by contrasting trim colors. 

It is much better to conceal them by painting 
them in the same color as the walls. 



In painting the exterior of a home, 
COLOR DYNAMICS helps you to determine 
where color interest should be stressed on a 
house and on what areas it should be modified. 

Just as color illusion is used indoors to 
achieve certain effects, so can it be applied to 
the painting of exteriors. A house with a light 
roof that seems too high for its width can 
be "lowered" by painting the roof in a darker 
color. The roof line can be lowered still 
more by painting the shutters of the upper 
story the same color as the roof. Small homes 
can be made to appear larger by painting 
the body, trim and sash in lighter colors. 





Living room and dining room, or any two 
adjoining rooms, may be unified and 
harmonized by using the reverse color plan. 
The ceiling color of one room can be used 
on the walls and the wall color of the first can 
be made the ceiling color of the other. 

Once COLOR DYNAMICS has aided you to 
determine the basic color plan, the next 
problem is to select harmonious colors to be 
used for furnishings, rugs and draperies. 




Chimneys are rarely an asset to a house 
from an architectural standpoint. 
When they contrast in color with the house 
it usually becomes apparent that they seem 
too large or too small or are poorly designed. 
Hence it is usually best to paint chimneys 
in the color of the body of the house. 

Since its function is to express a feeling 
of welcome and hospitality, the front door 
of a home is the logical focal point 
or center of interest. This fact should be 
recognized by painting it in a hue that 
contrasts with body and trim.

CHOOSE THE RIGHT PAINT FOR THE JOB 

For ninety years Pittsburgh has been manufac- 
turing high quality paints— for we know that 
better painting does depend upon better paints.

From the pre- 
liminary processing of the raw pigments to the 
final filling and packing of the finished product, 
regulations are rigidly followed. Pittsburgh 
makes each finish according to a printed formula 
— a formula which has been evolved through 
years of patient experiment and scientific re- 
search. Specific quantities are measured out and 
a constant, careful check is made all along the 
line— by ingenious mechanical devices, as well 
as by a corps of trained engineers. With this 
inflexible system of factory control, there is little 
chance of slip-up. Every finish must pass exact- 
ing tests to prove its right to the Pittsburgh 
label. Exterior paints must be exposed to na- 
ture's merciless punishment in our chain of 
proving grounds throughout the country. Here, 
each protective finish must measure up to exact- 
ing qualifications of uniformity and durability. 
That's why we say you know when you specify 
these long-lasting finishes you are getting better 
paint— for better painting. Remember, no mat- 
ter what duty our finish must perform for you— 
it has been tested in that exact job before its 
use for that purpose was recommended. 

What is Meant by Surface Preparation 

The first step is a careful inspection of the sur- 
face to be painted. This will reveal what will be 
necessary to put the surface into paintable con- 
dition. If the previous work has been properly 
done, the surface is weathering gracefully by 
gradual "chalking," which is normal behavior. 



This sort of a film wears away evenly and while 
it loses gloss, it provides adequate weather pro- 
tection because it remains intact. It also pro- 
vides a suitable film for repainting and avoids 
the expense of extensive preparatory work. 
Often only a thorough cleaning is all that will 
be necessary. 

Now, if the work being inspected has been 
poorly done (either poor paint, inexpert work- 
manship, or both), the surface presents a prob- 
lem. Half a dozen types of failure may be 
revealed, each of which requires correction be- 
fore succeeding coats of paint can be safely 
applied. While this will add to the cost of the 
work, results will fully justify the expenditure. 
Failure to prepare the surface properly will 
mean a repetition of the same troubles and result 
in unsatisfactory surface appearance and pro- 
tection. Proper Surface Preparation Makes 
Every Paint Job Last Longer. 

To get the best possible job the surface to be 
painted must be carefully prepared. It must be 
clean, smooth and dry. 

Burning Off 

Where old paint is peeling or chipping, it is 
necessary to burn off or scrape the entire sur- 
face. It's a tough job to repaint over a poor 
paint job. If any of the chipped or peeled paint 
is left on the surface, it will soon start to push 
off any coats applied on top of it. 

Filling Cracks 

Cracks must be carefully filled to prevent mois- 
ture from getting into the wood. Nail holes must 
be filled with putty. All loose boards must be 
nailed down tightly. Once moisture enters, it 



pushes the paint film away from the surface, 
causing blisters. 

Wire Brushing and Sanding 

This process assures an absolutely smooth sur- 
face. All uneven spots are removed by sanding. 
When the surface is properly prepared, then is 
the time to apply paint— but not before. Only 
by painstaking preparation can the right kind 
of paint job be done. 

CAULKING 

Weather damage is often caused by moisture 
seeping in around windows, doors, and other 
structural joints which have been improperly 
sealed or where the caulking has failed through 
age. All such potentially troublesome places 
about the home should be examined for cracks 
and crumbling of the caulk. Where old caulking 
compound shows signs of failure it should be 
cleaned out and replaced. Pittcaulk Caulking 
Compound is available in cans of knife grade, in 
tubes with nozzle tips, and in sealed cartridges 
for gun use. It is preferable to apply Pittcaulk 
after the priming coat. The finish coat may be 
applied after the caulking has thoroughly dried. 

REPLACE PUTTY 

All puttied window sash should be carefully 
checked for indications of failure. Where putty 
is cracked, loose, or in a crumbling state, it 
should be completely removed and replaced. 
For metal sash, Pittsburgh Elastic Glazing 
Compound can be used, and for wood sash 
several types of Pittsburgh Putty are available. 
Your Pittsburgh Dealer will gladly recommend 
the one best suited to your needs.

NEW WORK 

New plaster continues to hold 
moisture long after it has set even 
though it apparently is dry to the 
touch. No attempt should be made 
to paint a newly plastered surface 
for at least two months and pref- 
erably longer if possible. Hairline cracks sometimes 
develop in new plaster and the same rules for treating 
these should be observed as previously mentioned for 
old surfaces. Since plaster is extremely porous, the 
first coat should be Wallhide Primer-Sealer or First 
Coater to seal the surface, applied according to the 
direction label. When dry, this may be finished with 
Wallhide Flat, Semi-Gloss, or Gloss, one coat, in the 
selected shade. If three-coat work is desired, apply 
another coat of finish. 



PATCHING PLASTER 




Plaster surfaces should be in- 
spected for hairline cracks as well 
as broken areas. Hairline cracks 
may be filled in with a patching 
plaster made by adding Wallhide 
First Coater to Plaster of Paris. 
This mix should be rubbed in and 
wiped off the surface. Larger 
broken out areas should be cleaned 
free of loose pieces and cut back 
with a putty knife or chisel so the 
hole is larger at the lath side than 
at the room side of the plaster. 
Patching Plaster mix should then 
be smoothed in with a trowel or 
putty knife. When dry, the new 
patch should be sanded level with 
the surrounding area and primed 



with Wallhide Primer-Sealer or 
First Coater before painting is 
begun. 



REPAINT WORK 

In preparing to repaint previously painted surfaces 
such as interior walls, make it an unfailing rule never 
to paint over dirt or over old loose paint. A clean surface 
is absolutely necessary to a good paint job. Cleaning 
may be done easily and properly with a solution of 
Pittsburgh Sapono Basic Cleaner in water. This 
product is made specifically for the purpose. When 
the surface is thoroughly dry, check for plaster cracks 
which are to be filled and sanded. Since these filled or 
patched areas will be porous and present a different 
type of surface from the rest of the wall, they should 
be coated with Wallhide Primer-Sealer or Wallhide 
First Coater. Old painted surfaces which retain their 
gloss even after washing may be sanded lightly to pro- 
vide a better repaint surface. Any improperly sealed 
surfaces should be given a priming coat of Wallhide 
Primer-Sealer or First Coater. 



WOODWORK 



All new wood which is to be enam- 
eled, should be given a priming 
coat of Waterspar Undercoater to 
seal the surface. After this is done, 
fill nail holes or other imperfec- 
tions and give the dry undercoater 
a light sanding with fine sand- 
paper. Waterspar Enamel will 
cover in a single coat, producing a 
china-like finish of great beauty. 
Leveling is excellent and brush 
marks quickly disappear. Pitts- 
burgh's Architectural Enamel line 
is outstandingly superior for in- 
terior trim enameling. The Gloss 
White, Rubbed Effect White 
Enamel, and Enamel Undercoater 
are high hiding whites that stay 
white and are products of superior 
quality. 






CHAIRS AND TABLES 

Place chair or table upside down on a protected surface. 
Paint from the leg ends downward, brushing the 
enamel lightly to insure a smooth finish. Next turn the 
piece upright and finish the sides. Chair backs and 
broad surfaces should also be done at this time. Table 
tops or chair seats should be painted last. With new 
wood, Waterspar Undercoater is recommended for first 
coat but on any previously painted surface, Waterspar 
Enamel will cover completely in a single coat. Water- 
spar Enamel does not waterspot and is practically 
chalk-free making it the ideal finish for lawn and porch 
furniture. It will retain its color in the weather and 
under repeated washings.

OUTBUILDINGS 

Since outbuildings are constructed of many 
different types of materials, protective and 
decorative paints should be chosen carefully. 
First, rust and loose paint should be removed 
as completely as possible with a stiff wire 
brush. Repairs should be made to broken 
boards, cracked concrete, loose shingles, etc. 
Complete finishing of wood siding and roofs 
may be done with Barnhide or, if a particular 
color is desired, with Sun-Proof House Paint.

Let a concrete structure start 
crumbling away and costly patching and per- 
haps entire replacement cannot be avoided.

Care of Brushes 




Good brushes are carefully built tools— it pays to 
take care of them. The following practical suggestions 
will help you to get better service and longer life 
from your brushes. 

At the end of job, if the brush has been used in 
oil paint, clean thoroughly in turpentine (do not use 
substitutes) to remove all paint. Squeeze solvent out 
with a smooth flat stick, with brush lying on a flat 
surface, and work from the ferrule toward tip of 
bristle. 

Do not wring out the solvent as this forces the pig- 
ment into the heel of the brush and twists the bristle. 
After cleaning, wash with mild soap and then rinse 
in clear water. Lay flat, and when dry comb and 
place in jacket for future use. 

If the brush is to be used again within a few hours, 
or the next day, rinse in turpentine and place in 
jacket. Then stand in linseed oil, with oil filling the 
jacket. Never permit a brush to stand unsupported on 
the bristle. Whenever possible, suspend in linseed oil. 

If brush was used in water-thinned paint, clean 
thoroughly in warm running water; squeeze out 
water by means of a flat stick, comb and lay brush 
flat to dry. After brush is dry, comb it again and 
put in jacket. 

If brush is made of synthetic bristle (Neoceta) tur- 
pentine cleaning is recommended before the paint 
dries in the brush. 

Patent brush cleaners should be used with caution. 
Some are harmless and effective, but brushes kept 
clean will not require brush cleaning compounds.
